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The Centro de Lenguas offers classes 
in both Spanish and Tzotzil (a Mayan 
language) that follow a participatory 
education model. The Spanish classes 
are divided into three levels: begin- 
ning, intermediate, and advanced. 

The participatory education structure 
of the Zapatistas necessitates active 
involvement of the students. In this 
way. the focus of the classes is on the 
communicative aspects of language - 
there is not an emphasis on grammar. 

It is recommended that before enroll- 
ing, students read the Sixth Declara- 
tion of the Selva Lacandona.
